That immediately on the receipt of a certi¬ 
fied copy of the resolution, to wit:—Dec. 31, 
1876, the Board decided to visit the locality, 
and in company with the City Engineer, 
whose company was requested, did visit it on 
the following Monday, Jan. 3, 1876. The only 
evidence of fire is shown by a light smoke es- 
’caping through t he crevices of rock and earth, 
where it was said were two pit mouths, now, 
however, closed to prevent draft on the fire. 
It is evident, that the throwing of water would 
be useless, until some way is opened to reach 
the fire. Very proper inquiries are, how far 
has the fire progressed and in which direc¬ 
tion ? 

This can only be approximately ascertain¬ 
ed by civil engineers,and the earnest decision 
much will depend in the matter of expense. 
That trenching will be necessary is evident, 
as getting in the way of the progress of the 
fire, only can it be stayed. 

We respectfully suggest that the work of 
digging comes properly underthe supervision 
of the City Engineer,and we are instructed to 
say that this department stands ready to 
promptly respond to any call for the throwing 
of water. The estimate of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment has been closely figured, and inclr.des 
only the necessary running expenses; and 
nothing can be spared therefrom for the ex¬ 
cavating that will be necessary in this mat¬ 
ter. The Board, after the visit to Herron’s 
Hill, requested the City Engineer to report 
to them in writing what, in his opinion, 
should be done to extinguish this coal fire. 


We understand that he declines to do this, 
except upon order from Councils. 

We therefore recommend that the Engineer 
be instructed to report particularly and im¬ 
mediately to your honorable bodies, upon the 
subject, so that you may take such steps as 
may be necessary in the premises, and if re¬ 
quired, give time to provide means in the ap¬ 
propriation ordinance soon to be acted upon.

For if the “ Wallace Act” 
means anything at all, it means that the 
money of the people should be economized 
wherever it is possible. By giving the con¬ 
tract in question—not as the law says to the 
lowest, but to the highest responsible bidder, 
the principle of public economy is directly 
violated. The tix-payers cannot remain in¬ 
different to an attempt of squandering their 
hard-earned pennies to the extent of about 
two thousand dollars a year» 

The undersigned would appeal to your hon¬ 
orable bodies to decline to approve the said 
award of the Printing Committee for the 
reasons stated, and because the said award Is 
inconsistent with the terms of the “Wallace 
Act,” and the legal construction placed there¬ 
on by the Court, In this, that if circumstances

It would appear from the second paragraph 
of the resolution and itspreamble, that $750,- 
000 was the amount involved, but if I have 
been correctly informed the bill before the 
Legislature, if passed, will authorize an issue 
of ^,000,000, and It zstliisbill which the resolu¬ 
tion before me asks' for the immediate pass¬ 
age, although a cursory reading of it would 
lead to the belief that only $750,000 was the 
total asked for. 

I withhold from this paper my approval, 
for the reason that the bill asks for over $1,- 
000,000 more than is siifTiclent for present 
needs. 

The history of the issue of $4,500,000 of bonds 
heretofore authorized for the Water Works is 
such as to demand the most extreme caution 
In asking for authority to issue more. It is a 
fact, susceptible of proof, that of the $4,.500,000 
heretofore authorized, overone half a million 
is to-day unavailable or squandered. This 
fact makes it imperative that no more bonds 
should be asked for than will meet the most 
pressing and absolute necessities of the city 
for the coming year. That absolute and pres¬ 
sing necessity is found in the obligation to 
keep faith with the contractors for the Wa¬ 
ter Works and to secure the city from its own 
present peril from fire. The amount abso¬ 
lutely required will not exceed $345,000.

Gentlemen ; I return to you the ordinance 
“Levying taxes, assessing water rents and 
making appropriations for the year 1876 ” 
without my approval. My objections will be 
found in the context of what follows : The 
following note from the clerk of the County 
Commissioners will show that the county 
valuation within the city for taxable purposes 
for the year 1876 is $166,500,000.

To whom it may concern. Greeting : 

I do hereby certify that the levy of taxes to 
meet the current expenses of the couuty of 
Allegheny for tlie year 1876 has been made on 
the basis of valuation for the year 1875, and 
that the said basis, after making due allow¬ 
ance for abatements, and the withdrawal of 
the Thirty-seventh ward, is estimated at 
about $166,500,000 within the corporate limits of 


the city of Pittsburgh and upon the said 
amount the tax is levied.

For County Commissioners. 
From the above amount of $166,500,000 must 
be deducted the sum of $19,664,000 for one-third 
rural tax,whicfi will leuveataxable valuation 
in round numbers of $146,836,000. On this basis 
a comparison of the face of the ordinance 
with approximate results will show as fol¬ 
lows :

You will see from this approximate esti¬ 
mate that iu the different millages to be 
levied, there will be an excess of $138,150,00 
over and above that estimated in the ordi¬ 
nance. The very large portion of tills excess 
comes from a failure to comply with the law 
which requires that the ordinance shall de- 
fine object “and amount of each expenditure 
to be made for that year.” Had this been 
done the excess would have been consider¬ 
ably less. For instance, the appropriation 
for old city special Sinking B\ind is $7,000. 
The amount likely to be collected is $47,634, 
while the interest to be paid is $25,000, and 
the amount to be placed in the sinking 
fund is $7,000, aggregating $32,000, and being 
an over tax tat ion in this one item of $15,534, 
As the law limits the amount to be provided 
for to the necessities of the year, this taxa¬ 
tion of a surplus of $15,534 is illegal. And 
the same applies only in a less degree to the 
Lawrenceville special tax. 

The next question to be considered is what 
shall be done with balance of the surplus re¬ 
ceipts over the face of the ordinance. Since I 
have declared my determination to veto the 
ordinance it has been for the first time pub¬ 
licly acknowledged that there is a very large 
deficiency in the Treasury, much in excess 
of the amount supposed to be covered by the 
su^lus of this ordinance. Whether this 
deficiency is $3(X),000 or $500,000 has not been

You will see from this approximate esti¬ 
mate that in the different millages to be 
levied, there will be an excess of $138,150,00 
over and above that estimated in the ordi¬ 
nance. The very large portion of this excels 
comes from, a failure to comply with the law 
which requires that the ordinance shall 
flne object “ and amourU of each expenditure 
to be made for that year.“ Had this been 
done the excess would have been consider¬ 
ably less. For instance, the appropriation 
for old city special Sinking Fund is $7,000. 
The amount likely to be collected is $47,534, 
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while the iaterest to be paid is :$25,000, and 
the amount to be placed in the sinking 
fund is S7,000, a?gregating $32,000, and being 
an over taxtation in this one item of $15,534, 
As the law limits llie amount to be provided 
for to tlie necessities of the year, this taxa¬ 
tion of a surplus of $15,534 is illegal. And 
tlie ssme applies only in a less degree to the 
Lawrenceville special tax. 

The next question to be considered is wliat 
shall be done with balance of the surplus re- 
cei pts over the face of t he ordi n ance. Since I 
have declared my determination to veto the 
ordinance it has been for the first time pub¬ 
licly acknowledged that there is a very large 
deficiency in the Treasury, much in excess 
of the amount supposed to be covered by the 
surplus of this ordinance. Whether this 
deficiency is $300,000 or $500,000 lias not been 
stated. One reason given for the deficiency 
has been that it was largely augmented by re- 
estimating outstanding taxes as a basis for 
future appropriations. This must be a mis¬ 
take, as from the year 18H8 to 1876, both years 
included, the total amount of unpaid taxes 
re-estimated as a basis for future appropria¬ 
tions was only $40,000 of which sum only 
$3,064 was unaccounted for February 1,1875, 
as appears from the Controller’s last printed 
report. We must therefore look some other 
place for sufficient reason for this deficiency, 
be what it may. It is not to be found in 
the sum of $40,000. 

The question still remains what can be 
legally done with the surplus balance ? It is 
claimed that it will go toward the replenish¬ 
ing of the now confessedly large deficiency 
in the Treasury. Let us examine the law 
and see what It says. 

The act of Assembly of April 6, 1850, says 
“That the expenditures authorized by such 
ordinance of appropriation in any one year 
shall not exceed the revenue of such year 
limited as above ; and if such revenue should 
exceed the expenditures ordered such excess 
shall be paid over to the Sinking Fvjnd herein 
authorized to be created.” 

Further: Tlie ordinance passed under the 
authority of the Act of Assembly just quoted 
says: “The revenue derived from the city 
or corporation tax on all taxable property in 
the city, and all other revenues of said city 
subject to appropriation by Councils shall be 
appropriated as follows, to wit; 1st, For the 
payment of interest on the founded debt of 
the city. 2d. For the payment of salaries of 
city officers. 3d. For the payment of the 
ordinary current expenses of the city. 4tli. 
For the extraordinary improvements, erec* 
tions and purchases; ana if any sfurplus re¬ 
mains the same shall be appropriated to tfw 
Sinking 

Further: The act of Assembly of April 6, 
1850, uses thivS strong and emphatic language; 
“ And when so designated and set apart, the 
said object, or sources of revenue to be de¬ 
rived from the same, shall not be appropriat¬ 
ed or applied to any other purpose whatever 
than to the Sinking Fund, nor shall the same 
ever be diverted at any time to any other 
object or purpose, until the said debt shall be 
fully paid and discharged.” 

From the various laws just cited it will be 
found that the surplus revenue received over 
and above the amount specifically appropri¬ 
ated must be paid into the sinking fund. If 
it is desired that said surplus shall go into 
the Treasury to make up the deficiencies now 
acknowledged to exist there, it must be 
placed in the ordinance and named for that 
specific purpose otherwise it must go into the 
Municipal fund, not to suply any deficiency 


there, if one exists, but independent of any 
deficency there or elsewhere. 

In conclusion, I refuse to attach my signa¬ 
ture to the ordinance making appropriations 
for the year 1876, first be-^ause it, levies a tax 
on the old city (special) for upwards of $15,000, 
illegally: second, because it levies a tax of 
about $90,000 which, as the ordinance now 
stands, must go into the Municipal Sinking 
Fund, that fund being for this year adequate¬ 
ly supplied, independent of this sum. These 
are not the times to take these sums of mon¬ 
ey unnecessarily out the pockets of the tax¬ 
payers.

142 C. G. To the Water Committee of 
Councils of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen : According to the statements 
put forward in the city papers, the sum of 
$769,000 is still required to complete the en¬ 
gines, engine house and appurtenances of the 
new water works. 

This large sum required and unsatisfactory 
performance, both for safety and economy, of 
the new engine at the Allegheny City water 
works; (the engines for the new water works 
of this city being of the same type and design) 
the greater consumption of fuel required by 
forcing the entire w.aler supply of the city to 
Highland avenue reservoir, as is now propos¬ 
ed, instead of forcing only one quarter of the 
water to Highland avenue and the remainder 
to Brilliant Hill reservoir; the continual risk 
of bursting pipes in the lower parts of the city 
from the excessive vjressure caused by this 
great height, which risk no arrangement of 
valves,etc„ can ever be sately relied upon to 
obviate; all combine to demand serious and 
impartial consideration. 

Believing that a less sum than the one now 
named as necessary for the completion of the 
new works, can be made to produce vastly 
more valuable results, we respectfully invite 
your consideration of the following proposal r 
We will build, deliver and erect at the new 
pumping works at Negley’s Run, two double 
condensing beam engines, and will modify 
the present foundations to suit the same. We 
will guarantee each double engine to raise 
twenty-four million gallons of water per day 


to Brilliant Hill reservoir. We will build, 
( deliver and erect at Brilliant Hill, a third en- 
; gine capable of raising eight million gallons 
of water from Brilliant Hill to Highland 
avenue reservoir; will prepare foundation for 
til is engine, furnish boilers, fire fronts, pipes, 
valves, etc., complete for both these engines. 
We will finish Brilliant Hill reservoir, lay the 
8,000 feet of 36-inch pipe to connect with the 
SMnch pipe now laid on Butler street, lay tw'o 
lines of ^^-inch risinir mains from the lower 
engine house to Brilliant Hill reservoir, lay 
1,200 feet of 24-inch pipe from Brilliant Hill 
engine house to Highland avenue reservoir, 
furnish stop valves, etc., complete as may be 
required. 

This entire plant will cost $7-50.000. We will 
agree to take the machinery, boilers,etc., now 
under way at $150,000. This reduces the net 
cost of the entire plant, complete, ready to 
pump water, to $000,000. The saving in first 
cost over the plan now proposed would thus 
be $169,000. This, however, is the least of the 
advantages of our proposed plan. 

The new^ engine at the Allegheny City water 
works can only he run at a speed of 4)^ to 5 
revolutions per minute ; at this speed, nomin¬ 
ally delivering seven and a half million gal¬ 
lons of water per 24 hours ; hut as the churn, 
or connecting pipe between thepumps (which 
has been found necessary to the working of 
this engine) wast es fully 26 per cent., and the 
valve for admission of air into the pumps, 
was-jes fully 7 per cent., of the nominal deliv¬ 
ery of the engine, the net practical deliver of 
the engine is reduced to five millions gallons 
of water, pumped 222 feet high, per 24 hours. 
To do this 780 bushels of coal are consumed. 
Therefore, to raise forty-eight million gallons 
of water to Highland avenue reservoir. 356 
feet high in 24 hours, would require 12,000 
bushels of coal. 

We are aware that it may be claimed that 
the new engines for the city of Pittsburgh are 
of an improved construction, with the addi¬ 
tion of condensers, compound cylinders, etc., 
and will therefore give better results than the 
Allegheny city engine; but even allowing 
that these advantages and improvements are 
real, (which is not by any means certain), and 
advancing the duty of the new engines for 
this city from about sixteen or eighteen 
million pounds of water, pumped one foot high 
with 100 pounds of coal (this being the duty of 
the Allegheny City engine) to say thirty mil¬ 
lions ; and as we are willing to guarantee our 
engines to pump sixty million pounds of 
water one foot high, with 100 pounds of coal; 
it is seen at once that our engines will do lust 
twice the work with the same amount of fuel. 

Allowing this duty of thirty millions for 
the new engines of this city, then to raise 
fortj^-eight million gallons of water per day to 
Highland avenue reservoir356feet high, will 
require 6,000 bushels or ^ tons of coal. The 
engines as proposed and guaranteed by us 
will pump forty-eight million gallons cf wa¬ 
ter per day to the Brilliant Hill reservoir, with 
75 tons of coal, and twelve million gallons of 
water from Brilliant Hill to Highland avenue 
reservoir, with 8 tons of coal; total 83 tons per 
day, a saving of 145 tons per day; which at 
$1.62 per ton amounts to $2-34.00, say $233 per 
day or $85,000 per annum, this being the annu¬ 
al interest ai 7per cent, on $1,214,000. 

Tlie entire cost of the new plant being only 
$600,000; after paying Interest on this sum at7 
per cent., there will reniain an annual saving 
of $43,000 In the one item of fuel, over the plan 
now proposed. To this should also be added 
the increased labor for firing the boilers, or 
burning up the extra coal to be waisted by 
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the present plan, wheeling coal and ashes, 
extra wear and tear of boilers, grate bars, 
shovels, fire irons, etc., which will amount 
to at least 815 per day; and the large sum 
that would annually be required for repairs, 
delays, etc., if the experience with the new 
engine at Allegheny City is to be entitled to 
any weight. 

We will undertake and guarantee to have 
All this work completed in 24 months, and 
that one engine shall be completed and 
pumping in 20 months, We wish to distinct¬ 
ly impress on your honorable committee, 
that we make this proposal not alone as 
manufacturers of such machiuery, but also 
as taxpayers of this city; for we are fully 
aware that the work could not be awarded 
to us without inviting the competition, of 
other bidders, and, of course this open pub¬ 
lication of our figures, put us at disadvantage 
witlj other compedilors, and further, we have 
no doubt that many well established manu¬ 
facturers, acquainted with such work, will do 
the same work at about the same figures if 
their attention can be drawn to the matter. 
We would also beg you to bear in mind that 
we propose no new or experimental machine¬ 
ry, but merely the most approved modern 
type of pumping engine, such as can be seen 
in practical successlul operation in many 
cities of the country, where they have been 
working for years and wliere their merits or 
de-raerlts can be accurately known. Most 
earnestly asking your most careful and 
thorough consideration and investigation of 
this proposal.

G»-nth men —As you are aware, I vetoed the last 
Appropriation Ordinance, assigning as a reason that it 
levied exccssix ely abo^'e the amount provided in the 
Oidinance, to be expended. I now call your attention 
to facts, deiived from official documents, that prove 
my statement to be correct, and at the same time call 
your attention to a way in which you can relieve the 
taxpayers of a portion of this unnecessary load, with¬ 
out “stopping the wheels of government.’’ 

It purports on its face to only levy for city tax, water 
works, interest, fire and sinking fund tax, ^^932,000, 
while in fact under the authority of the (Ordinance, 
there is levied for these purposes alone, the sum of 
11,045,463, instead of 933,000 as stated in the Ordi¬ 
nance. in other words the excessive sum of 11113,463 
is snrr ptitiously taken from ihe pockets of taxpayers 
for a purpose not stated in the Ordinance. 

You have it in your power to lift this unnecessary 
burden from the taxpayer by the exercise of a power 
that is used at almost evepr meeting of Councils in fa¬ 
vor of persons whose individual or political influence. 


cither by themselves or their friends, commands atten¬ 
tion under the various name of exonerations, abate¬ 
ments, overpaid taxes, etc. 

As a specimen of how you can relieve the taxpayer s 
in the mass as well as in the individual, I append from 
the official proceedings of Councils the following in¬ 
stances of exonerations, which could be duplicated 
were it necessary.

Sir —By an Act of the Assembly, entitled An Act 
providing for ihe classification of leal estate for pur¬ 
poses of taxation, and for the appointment of Assessors 
in cities of second class/’ approved May sih, 1876, P. 
L, 1876, p 124, the me'iibers of the Sel ct and Com¬ 
mon Councils of the city of Pittsburirh, (a city of the 
second class) met June 12th, 1876, in Jf iint Session, to 
elect the two Assistant Assessors, provided for therein. 
Candidates were put in nom nation and a vote was 
proceeded with (there having been 93 CouacUrpCR opt 
of H5 men^bers present). When 

Daniel Wenkc had 52 votes. 

J. J. Larkins had 40 votes. 

Christopher Magee had i vote. 

When as presiding officer of the Joint Session, I de-, 
dared that there was no election, beeause it requires 
58 votes to elect. See Act of Assembly, entitled “A 
Further Supplement to the Acts in>orporaiing the city 
of Pittsburgh, extending its bjtindarics, enlarging its 
corporate powers a d perfecting its miinicip il organi¬ 
zation, and submitting the proposed consolidation to a 
vote of the people.” Approved Abril hth, 1867 P. L. 
p 846. Wherein it is provided in Section 24 that all 
appoinimenis of officers, made by the city Counci s, 
shall be by a wVn: voce vote, and a concurrence of a 
majority of the whole number of members elected, 
shall be required, the names ofr,.ihose ^voting, and for 
V?hom th%%Uvtj£ed,^<H^b® Viitc resiuting’in an appoint- 
-■'■'■’ iiie nt, shall be recorded in the journal of proeeed- 
\\ ings.’’ 

It is claimed by som-^ that you have given an opinion 
prior to the joint mceung, that two persons having the 
highest number of votes would be elected, regardless 
of majorities. 

It has seemed to me that you could not have been 
made acquainted with the Act of 1867, from which I 
have quoted—and therefore submit the question to you 
officially—as the Joint Session of Councils after having 
take ntwo b Hots of like result stood adjourned and 
will meet again on this question. 

If I am wrong and the two persons h.avinc the high¬ 
est number—regardless to majorities—are elected then 
our work is done ; but if I am right, 1 will need your 
opinion befiire the 26th instant. 

Those who hold to the view that the Assessors are 
already elected—quote from the last proviso of the ist 
Section, of the ist menfi-med Act herein— viz: *'And 
provided turiher, ihat whenever two Assessors are to 
be chosen for the tame lerm of service, each mem¬ 
ber of Council sh.ill vote for only one and when three 
are to be elected he shall vote for no more ih *n two.*’ 

And Section6ih of the same Act, “All laws incon- 
sistant or conflicting with the provisions of this Act, 
shall be and they arc hereby repealed.”

Dbar Sir—Y ours of the 17th inst is rrceived As 
your election of Assessors is peculiarlly a mitter for 
your dty, and you have some ot the ablest lawyers In 
the State. I do not wish to be understood, ag interfer¬ 
ing in your local business, except in an advisory man¬ 
ner. 

I have no interest personally, officially, or politically 
in the result, but if I can aid you in solving the diffi¬ 
culty will ch“erf«!ly do .so. 

The Act of May 5th, 1876, is as much a part of your 


charter, as the Act of April 6th, 1867. and where two 
Acts cannot be reconciled, the la iter mast prevail, 

Leges Posieriores prioees contrarias abroguntP 
And this would be the result without a repealing clause; 
but in the Act of 1876, there is a repealing Section in 
these words. *‘All laws laws inconsisiant or conflicting 
with the provisions of this Act, shall be and they are 
hereby repealed.'’ 

'1 he Act of 1867 provides th.it “all appointments of 
officers made by the city Councils shall be by a viva 
voce vote, and a concurrence of a majority of the 
whole number of members elected shall be required.” 
The Act of 1876 pnwiding for the election 01 Asses¬ 
sors, among other thing«, enacts “that whenever two 
Assessors are to be chosen for the same term of ser¬ 
vice. each mem her of Cou'-ctl shall vote for one only.** 
Two Asse-sors are now to be elected, and no member 
of Council can vote for more than one—You have one 
hundred and fifteen members, and how you can get 
two majorities out of that or any other number is a 
problem in arithmetic too abstruse for my comprehen¬ 
sion. 

it was the very object of the law to give the minori¬ 
ty a representatinn. 

A majority of the whole number elected may be se¬ 
cured at auoiher meeting for one, but cannot be for 
both. If you then adjourn again you canuot improve 
it at a subsequt-ni m'-ating. for those who h.ivc voted 
for the Assessor elected will have exhausted their pow¬ 
er—they Cannot vote for another—They can no more 
V9te for two at different times, they can at the same 
meeting—such an attempt would be an evasion of the 
law. 

Wh'le I have but little faith in the system of minor¬ 
ity representation, and believe in the principle that 
majorities should rufe^ I believe still more firmly that 
the law as it is, should be enforced.

[329 S. C.] Gentlemen— As you are aware 
I vetoed the last appropriation ordinance, assigning as 
a reason that it levied excessively above the amount 
provided in the ordinance to be expended. I now call 
your attention to the facts derived from official docu¬ 
ments that may prove my statement to be correct, 
and at the same time call to your attention a way in 
which you can relieve the taxpayers of a portion of this 
unnecessary load without ** stopping the wheels of the 
Government," 

The ordinance purports on its face to levy only for 
city tax, water works interest, fire and sinking fund tax, 
$932,000, while, in fact, under the authority td the or¬ 
dinance, there is levied for these purposes alone the 
sum of $1,161,625 of which sum almost 10 per cent, 
must be deducted for what is called exonerations, abate¬ 
ments, overpaid taxes, lost taxes, &c., wiiich wilt leave 
a net sum of $1,045,463, instead of $932,000, as stated 
in the ordinance for these four millages. In other 
words, the excessive sum of $113,463 is surreptitiously 
taken from the pockets of the taxpayers, for a purpose 
not stated in the ordinance. 

You have it in your power to lift this unnecessary 
burthen from the taxpayers by the exercise of a power 
that is used at almost every meeting of Councils, in 
favor of persons whose individual or political influence, 
either by themselves or Jtheir friends, commands atten¬ 
tion, under the various name of exoneration, abate¬ 
ments, overpaid taxes, &c. 

As a specimen of how you can relieve the taxpayers 
in the mass as well as in the individual, I append from 
the official proceedings of Councils the following in¬ 
stances of exonerations, which can be duplicated were 


it necessary, 

[Here follows a list of twenty-two taxpayers whose 
taxes were exonerated by resolution of Councils passed 
on theayih of December, 1875.J 

. I have cited these instances as only one of the ways 
you can afford relief. If you should direct an exone¬ 
ration, or abatement, or whatever else you may choose 


to call it, of 20 per cent, tfom the 4 mill tax, called city, 
tax, you will arrive at the rtlief asked for about as 


readily as any other way. 

An examination of the levy for old city special and 
Lawrenceville special tax will develop the same decep¬ 
tion as is referred to above.

Joint Session. 

On motion, the Clerk was directed to announce to 
Select Council that this body was now ready to meet 
it in Joint Session, for the purpose of electing two per¬ 
sons to be Assistant Assessors. 

Which was done. 

And Select Council being introduced, and being so, 
met in Joint Session. 

President of C, C., presented the follow¬ 

ing: 

PixrsBUKGH, June 17, 1876. 

Sir —By an Act of the Assembly, entitled "An Act 
providing for the classification of real estate for pur¬ 
poses of taxation, and for the appointment of Assessors 
in cities of second class," approved May 5th, 1876, P. 
L, 1876, p 124, the iiie'ubers of the Sel ct and Com¬ 
mon Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, (a city of the 
second class) met June 12th. 1876, in Joint Session, to 
elect the two Assistant Assessors, provided for therein. 
Candidates were put in nomination and a vote was 


proceeded with (there having been 93 Councilmen out 
of 115 members present). When 
Daniel Wenke had 52 votes. 

J. J. Larkins had 40 votes. 

Christopher Magee had 1 vote. 

When as presiding officer 9f the Joint Session, I de¬ 
clared that there was no election, because it requires 
58 votes to elect. See Act of Assembly, entitled "A 
Further Supplement to the Acts incorporating the city 
of Pittsburgh, extending its boundaries, enlarging its 
corporate powers and perfecting its municipal organi¬ 
zation, and submitting the proposed consolidation to a 
vote of the people,” Approved April 6M, 1867 P. L. 
p 846. Wherein ifis provided in Section 24, that “ all 
appoiniments of officers, made by the city Councils, 
shall be by a viva voce vote, and a concurrence of a 
majority of the whole number of members elected, 
shall be required, the names of those voting, and for 
whom they voted, on the vote resulting in an appoint¬ 
ment, shall be recorded in the journal of proceed¬ 
ings.” 

It is claimed by some that you have given an opinion 
prior to the joint meeting, that two persons having the 
highest number of votes would be elected, regardless 
of majorities. 

It has seemed to me that you could not have been 
made acquainted with the Act of 1867, from which I 
have quoted—and therefore submit the question to you 
officially—as the Joint Session of Councils after having 
take ntwo ballots of like result, stood adjourned and 
will meet again on this question. 

If I am wrong and the two persons having the high¬ 
est number—regardless to majorities—are elected, then 
our work iS done ; but if I am right, 1 will need your 
opinion before the 26th instant. 

Those who hold to the view that the Assessors are 
already elected—quote from the last proviso of the ist 
Section, of the ist mentioned Act herein—viz : “And 
provided tqrther, that whenever two Assessors are to 
be chosen for the tame term of service, each mem¬ 
ber of Council shall vote for only one and when three 
are to be elected he shall vote for no more than two." 

And Section 6th of the same Act, "All laws incon- 
si-stant or conflicting with the provisions of this Act, 
shall be and they are hereby repealed.”

Dear Sir— Yours of the t7th inst. is r>iceived. As 
your election of Assessors is peculiarily a matter for 
your city, and you have some ol the ablest lawyers in 
the State. I do not wish to be understood, as interfer¬ 
ing in your local business, except in an advisory man¬ 
ner 

I have no interest personally, officially, or politically 
in the re'^ult, but if I can aid you in solving the diffi¬ 
culty will cheerfully do so. 

The Act of May 5th. 1876, is as much a part of your 
charter, as the Act of April 6th, 1867, and where two 
Acts cannot be reconciled, the latter must prevail. 
Leges pasteriares priores contrarias abrogunt.” 
And this would be the result without a repealing clause; 
but in the Act of 1876, there is a repealing Section in 
these words, "All laws laws Inconsisiant or conflicting 
with the provisions of this Act, shall be and they are 
hereby repealed.” 

I he Act of 1867, provides that "all appointments of 
officers made by the city Councils shall be by a viva 
voce vote, and a concurrence of a majority of the 
whole number of members elected shall be required.” 
The Act of 1876 providing for the election of Asses¬ 
sors, among other things, enacts "that whenever two 
Assessors are be chosen for the same term of scr- 
vtcc.each member of Council shall vote for one only." 
Two Assc-sors are now to be elected, and no member 
of Council can vote for more than one—You have one 






hundred and fifteen members, and how you can get 
two majorities out of that or any other number is a 
problem in arithmetic too abstruse for my comprehen¬ 
sion. 

It was the very object of the law to give the minori¬ 
ty a representation. 

A majority of the whole number elected may be se¬ 
cured at another meeting for one, but cannot be for 
both. If you then adjouni again you canuot improve 
it at a subsequent meating, for those who have voted 
for the Assessor elected will have exhausted their pow¬ 
er—they cannot vote for another—^Thcy can no more 
vote for two at different times, they can at the same 
meeting—^uch an attempt would be an evasion of the 
law. 

While I have but little faith in the system of minor¬ 
ity representation, and believe in the principle that 
tnajoriiUr should rule^ 1 believe still more firmly that 
the law as it is, should lx enforced.

THE OPINION. 

Office of Attorney General, ) 
Harrisburg, November ?i, 1876. / 

W. B. Negley^ Esq.: 

Dear Sir: Yours of ibe 2::th inst. is received. I 
cannot answer your inquiries officially, for they do not 
belong to my department; but if I can assist you out 
of the difficulty it will afford me great pleasure to do so. 

The act of march 10, 1875, is as follows: 

Section I. Be it enacted eic.^ That all members of 
Councils, and all other city, ward, bon-ugh and town¬ 
ship officers, except school directors, to be elected 011 
the third Tuesday of February next, < r in any year 
thereafter, whose term of office would, under existing 
laws, expire prior to the first Monday in April, shall 
continue in omce from the date at which their ternu^ 
would otherwise expire, until the first Monday of April 
next ensuing thereto; and the terms of the successors 
shall begin on the first Monday of April, and shall 
continue for the period now fixed for the duration 
thereof by existing laws in each particular case; and 
hereafter all elections for officers, which will be va¬ 
cant on the first Monday of April, shall be held on 
the third Tuesday in February next preceding there¬ 
to. 

Section 2. That the members of the Legislative de¬ 
partments of the municipal governments of this Com¬ 
monwealth hereafter elected, shall assemble in their 
respective places of meeting for the purpose of organ¬ 
ization, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, of the first Mon¬ 
day in April each year; and that the Mayors of all 
cities of this Commonwealth shall be inaugurated and 
toke the official, oath at 12 o'clock noon of the same 
day 

The two things that are provided for in this act 
are ihe extension of the terms of members of Council 
and other-officers thereafter to be elected on the first 
Monday in April following the date when they would 
otherwise have expired, and the election of all such of¬ 
ficers at the February election immediately preceding 
the first Monday in April, at which their terms are to 
commence. These two provisions must be so con¬ 
strued as to have full operation with as little conflict 
with each other as possible. Among the officers fall¬ 
ing under these provisions of the act in various por¬ 
tions of the State, by general and special laws, are 
those whose terms expired probably every month of 
the year. I have made some effort, and with consid¬ 
erable success, to bring them all under the provisions 
of the act of March to, 1875, in order that there may 
be a uniform system throughout the Commonwealth. 
The act is a good one, and should be reconciled with 
existing laws as far as possible. It requires a little 
time to accomplish the result, and the act of Asj»embly 
could not have hastened it, for the terms of officers who 
were then elected could not have been extended. 

COUKCILMENINOT AFFECTED. 

In the first place, your Councilmen elected in 1875 
arc not affected by the act, which was passed after 
they were elected, and their terms of office will expire 
at the time provided in the law as it stood at the lime 
of thair election, which will be on the first Monday fol¬ 
lowing the Tst day of January, 1877. 

Those elected on the 15th day of February, 1876, will 
then take their places, the act of March xo, 1875, mak¬ 
ing no change in the commencement of the terms of 
















those elected in pursuance of it. They will organize 
as if no such law had been enacted, for it does not { 
pretend to fix a period for the commencennent of their 
office. But it extends their terms to the first Monday 
in April ensuin', the date at winch they would other- ' 
wise expire. That will be the first Monday in April, 
1878. 

The second thing provided in the act of March 10, 
1875, is that therefter “all elections for officers which 
will be vacant on the first Monday of April, shall be 
held on the third Tuesday of February next preceding 
thereto." Where it is possible, we must so continue, 
an act so as to make the whole of it operative if pos iiblc - 
and that none of it shall be lost, Ut res viagis valeat 
qttampereat. In order to give effect to the whole of 
this section, your members of Council must hereafter 
be elected on the third Tuesday preceding the first : 
Monday of April, at which time they enter upon their ! 
duties. Those who will be installed in January. 1877, 
have their times extended until April, x 878 ; and as a 
necessary consequence, their successors cannot be elec- ’ 
ted until February, 1878. The result will be the • 

ission 0/ an election 0/ that portion 0/your Council- 
men in February, 1877. While this looks like the loss i 
of the right to elect fora year, it is in reality only for 
hrec months, and brings the election of these officers 


nearly three months nearer the time when they arc to 
enter upon their duties. 

To give effect to the second section of the act of 
March zo, 1875, the organization may be repeated on 
the first Monday of April next, but it is unnecessary. 
That section is merely directory, and if such an or¬ 
ganization should be omitted in cases where it would be 
superfluous, no consequences are denounced to follow 
the omission, a continuance of the organization of Janu¬ 
ary, 1877, will be a ratification of it, and render all acts 
under it valid. Although it directs the organization 
on the first Monday of each year, 11 should be constru¬ 
ed “each year whei e an organization for the year is 
necessary.*' There may be Councils for boroughs in 
portions of the State elected for two years, and it docs 
not apply to them. It cannot apply to your city for 
next year, for your Council will be already organised. 
You will elect^no Councilmen at the February election 
next preceding the first of April, 1877, add therefore 
will have no Legislative body requiring organization. 

if this course be pursued, you will enforce every 
provision in the act to have a harmonious system which 
will work admirably in the future.

SAFETY OF PC/ELtC DUlLUINGS 

Gentlemen—The committee appointed by the board 
at its last meeting to inquire into the duties and powers 
of the Building Inspector of this city in regard to se- 
curimg the safety of public halls and places of amuse¬ 
ment, and also as to the duties of the kire Marshal of 
the county in regard to the safety of buildings gener¬ 
ally, beg leave to report that they have found in the 
laws of Pennsylvania the following provisions bearing 
upon the matters. 

DUriKSOP THtt BUILDING INSPSCTOR, 

In an Act of Assembly No. 415, approved March 14, 
1867, for the better regulation of public halls and 
laces of amusement in the cities of Philadelphia, Pitts- 
urgh and Allegheny, the following sections will be 
found : 

Sec. X. That it shall not be lawful for the owners or 
lessees of any public hall or place of amusement, in 
the city of Philadelphia, to obstruct, or to allow to be 
obstructed by others, any of the aisles or passage 
ways in the auditorium of said halls or places of 
amusement, by placing therein any benches, chairs, 
stools or other articles, that may prevent free egress or 
ingress during the hours that said places may be open 
to the public. 

Sec, 2. That said owners, lessees, or their agents, 
are hereby required to keep open, at all hours during 
the said halls or places of amusement are open to the 
public, all doors giving means of ingress or egress, un¬ 
less said doors open outward from said places, then 
the same may be closed ; but no hindrance, such as 
locks or catches of any kind, shall be allowed to ob¬ 
struct or prevent instant and easy egress through the 
same; and when said doors open inwards, it is re¬ 
quired of said owners, or lessees, that the same be 
fastened securely open. 

Sec. 3. That in addition to the requirements of this 
act, the owners and lessees of all theatres and all simi¬ 
lar places of amusement, are requited, at all hours dur¬ 
ing the time said places are open to the public, to keep 
attached to a plug or water attachment, to be furnished 
by them for that purpose, sufficient hose of the size 
used by the fire companies of the city to extend to the 
furtherest limits of said places of amusement, and that 
said hose shall be kept, at all times, in good repair, 
and ready at all times during the said hours for imme¬ 
diate use. 


Sec, 4. That a penalty of five hundred dollars be 
imposed upon any owners or lessees of any of said 
public balls or places of amusement who may, at any 
time, violate any of the provisions of this act, to be 
recovered in like manner as penalties for violation of 
any law are now enforced in the city of Philadelphia. 

Sec. 5. That the Building Inspectors of the city of 
Philadelphia arc hereby authorized and required to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and shall, on com¬ 
plaint of any citizen of said city of the violation of any 
of its provisions, bring suit for the recovery of the pen¬ 
alty imposed for said violation; and one-half of said 
penalty, when enforced, to be paid to the informer, and 
one-half to the treasurer of the fund for the relief of 
disabled firemen, for the benefit of said fund. 

Sec. 6, That all the provisions of the above act 
shall also apply to the cities of Pittsburgh and Alle¬ 
gheny, 

And from another Act of Assembly No. 605, approved 
March 28, 1870, relative to the duties of the Inspector 
of Buildings in the city of Pittsburgh, and which re¬ 
fers to the act of March 14, 1867, the following ex¬ 
tract is made: 

Section i. That it shall be the duty of the Inspec¬ 
tor of Buildings of the city of Pittsburgh to enforce 
the provisions of the Act of Assembly of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, entitled “An act for the bet¬ 
ter regulation of public haltsandplaccs of amusement 
in the cities of Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Alle¬ 
gheny/’ approved March 14, 1867, so far as relates to 
buildings in said city of Pittsburgh; and ail the power 
and duties relating to said buildings, conferred upon 
the City Regulator by the fir t named act, are hereby 
transferred to and conferred upon said Inspector of 
Buildings.’’ 

DUTIES OF THE FlKB MARSHAL. 

We also find that by a supplement, No. x,o8i, to an 
act to provide for the appointment of a Fire Marshal 
for the county of Allegheny, and approved April 14, 
1870, that the power and duties of the Marshal arc 
largely increased, as will be seen by the following ex¬ 
tracts, viz: 

Sec, 2. It shall be the duty of the Marshal and his 
deputies to examine the dwelling houses and other 
buildings in said county, for the purpose of ascertain¬ 
ing whether the stoves and pipes thereto, boilers, ket¬ 
tles, and also all chemical apparatus which in their 
opinion may be dangerous in causing or promoting 
fires, and also the places where ashes may be deposit¬ 
ed ; and upon finding any of them defective or danger¬ 
ous, said Marshal or his deputies shall direct the own¬ 
er or occupant, either by printed or written notice, to 
alter^ remove or amend the same, in such manner, or 
withm such reasonable time as they may deem neces¬ 
sary; and in case of neglect or refusal to do so, the 
party offending shall forfeit and pay, upon conviction 
thereof before any mayor or justice of the peace of 
said county, any sum not exceeding twenty-five dol¬ 
lars, for use of said county, to be collected as fines and 
forfeitures are now collected by law. 

Sec. 3. And said Maishal or his deputies, or either of 
them, are hereby empowered, at any and all times, to 
enter into and examine all buildings, livery or other 
stables, hay boats or other vessels, and places where 
gunpowder or other combustibl© materials may be lodg¬ 
ed, and give such directions, in writing, in the premises 
as may be deemed necessary, relative to the removal 
thereof; and in case of neglect or refusal on the part of 
the possessors of such combustible materials, or any of 
them, to remove or secure the same within the time 
and manner directed, the party offending shall forfeit 
and pay, in addition to any penalty hereinbefore im¬ 
posed, the sum of twenty-five dollars, to be collected 
as heretofore provided for in this act. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

With the powers and authority which the foregoing 
recited Acts of Assembly invest in the city and county 
officials named, we would, tn view of the recent ap- 










palline^ calamity which has fallen on the city of Brook* 
mi, most respectfully and earnestly recommend to the 
Bailding Inspector and Fire Marshal a thorough and 
•earching examination of all places of public assem* 
blage, and other properties where danger is likely to 
occur, and to demand and enforce a vigorous com* 
pliance with the requirements of the laws referred to. 

In connection with this subject we nunild recom* 
mend a supplement to (he act No. 415 in relation to 
public halls and places of amusement—so as to ab* 
solutely require that all the doors of egress from pub* 
Uc halls, places of amusement, churches and school 
houses, now constructed, or to be constructed, shall 
open outwards, instead of Inwards, as a majority of 
them do at present. 

In large assemblages panics are liable to occur from 
many, and sometimes trilling causes other than that 
occasioned by lire; as we nave on record divers in¬ 
stances where many lives have been lost and much 
bodily injury sustained by the rush of an excited and 
alarmed assemblage, who find their r^eat cut off ffom 
the building from Che circumstance*!!! the doors'open* 
ing inwatds^ thus shotting thq^up in a trap, and 
rendering the fri^teneS aildience* tltferly unable to 
escaperwithout Hm bs or a horrible 

death. We earnestly appeal To”*those having au¬ 
thor!^ to take this matter in hand at once, so that 
we llRy be* spared from scenes similar to that of 
Brooklyn, if laws with suitable penalties will have 
any effect. 

We would also recommend as a supplement to the 
act of March 14, 1867, making it obligatory on the 
owners and lessees of all large manufactories of two 
or more stories, and on the directors of schools, when 
the building has two or more stories, that a sufficient 
number of fire escapes be attached to the outside of 
the building, to insure a safe mode of egress in the 
event of fire or fright. 

In conclusion, we would recommend to all citizens 
who have an interest in the general welfare of the 
community, to afford ready aid and acquiescence in 
the efforts of the Inspector and Uarshal in their en¬ 
deavors to abate all dangerous nuisances that en* 
daneerthe public safety.

The following is the report: 

SAPBTY OP PUBLIC BUILDINGS 

Gentlemen—The committee appointed by the board 
at its last meeting to inquire into the duties and powers 
of the Building Inspector of this city in regard to se¬ 
curing the safety of public halls and places of amuse¬ 
ment, and also as to the duties of the 1* ire Marshal of 
the county in regard to the safety of buildings gener¬ 
ally, beg leave to report that they have found in the 
laws of Pennsylvania the following provisions bearing 
upon the matters. 

DUIIRSOP THE building INSPECTOR. 

In an Act of Assembly No. 415, approved March 14, 
1867, for the better regulation of public halls and 
places of amusement in the cities of Philadelphia, Pitts¬ 
burgh and Allegheny, the following sections will be 
found : 

Sec. X. That it shall not be lawful for the owners or 
lessees of any public hall or place of amusement, in 
the city of Philadelphia, to obstruct, or to allow to be 
obstructed by others, any of the aisles or passage 
ways in the auditorium of said halls or places of 
amusement, by placing therein any benches, chairs, 
stools or other articles, that may prevent free egress or 
ingress during the hours that said places may be open 
to the public. 

Sec. a. That said owners, lessees, or their agents, 
are hereby required to keep open, at all hours during 
the said halls or places of amusement are open to the 
public, all doors giving means of ingre.ss or egress, un¬ 
less said doors open outward from said places, then 
the same may be closed; but no hindrance, such as 
locks Of catches of any kind, shall be allowed to ob¬ 
struct or prevent instant and easy egress through the 
same; and when said doors open inwards, it is re¬ 
quired of said owners, or lessees, that the same be 
iutened securely open. 

Sec. 3. That in addition to the requirements of this 
act, the owners and lessees of all theatres and all simi¬ 
lar places of amusement, are required, at all hours dur¬ 
ing the time said places are open to the public, to keep 


attached to a plug or water attachment, to be furnished 
by them for that purpose, sufficient hose of the size 
used by the fire companies of the city to extend to the 
furtherest limits of swd places of amusement, and that 
said hose shall be kept, at all times, in good repair, 
and ready at all times during the said hours for imme¬ 
diate use. 

^ Sec. 4. That a penalty of five hundred dollars be 
imposed upon any owners or lessees of any of said 
public halls or places of amusement who may, at any 
time, violate any of the provisions of this act, to be 
recovered in like manner as penalties for violation of 
any law are now enforced in the city of Philadelphia. 

Sec. $. That the Building Inspectors of the city of 
Philadelphia are hereby authorized and required to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and shall, on com¬ 
plaint of any citizen of said city of the violation of any 
of its provisions, bring suit for the recovery of the pen¬ 
alty imposed for said violation; and one-half of said 
penalty, when enforced, to be paid to the informer, and 
one-half to the treasurer of the fund for the relief of 
disabled firemen, for the benefit of said fund. 

Sec. 6. That all the provisions of the above act 
shall also apply to the cities of Pittsburgh and Alle¬ 
gheny, 

And from another Act of Assembly No. 605, approved 
March 28, 1870. relative to the duties of the Inspector 
of Buildings in the city of Pittsburgh, and which re¬ 
fers to the act of March 14, 1867, the following ex¬ 
tract is made: 

Section i. That it shall be the duty of the Injec¬ 
tor of Buildings of the city of Pittsburgh to enforce 
the provisions of the Act of Assembly of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, entitled"*'An act for the bet¬ 
ter regulation of public halls und places of amusement 
in the cities of Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Alle¬ 
gheny,'’ approved March 14,1867, so far as relates to 
buildings in said city of Pittsburgh; and al? the power 
and duties relating to said buildings, conferred upon 
the City Regulator by the first named act, are hereby 
transferred to and conferred upon said Inspector of 
Buildings.'' 

DUTIES OP THE PIKE MARSHAL. 

We also find that by a supplement, No. 1,081, to an 
act to provide for the appointment of a Fire Marshal 
for the county of Allegheny, and approved April 14, 
1870, that the power and duties of the Marshal are 
largely increased, as will be seen by the following ex¬ 
tracts, viz: 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Marshal and his 
deputies to examine the dwelling houses and other 
buildings in .said county, for the purpose of ascertain¬ 
ing whether the stoves and pipes thereto, boilers, ket¬ 
tles, and also ail chemical apparatus which in their 
opinion may be dangerous in causing or promoting 
fires, and also the places where ashes may be deposit¬ 
ed ; and upon finding any of them defective or danger¬ 
ous, said Marshal or hts deputies shall direct the own¬ 
er oroccupant, either by primed or written notice, to 
alter, remove or amend the same, in such manner, or 
within such reasonable time as they may deem neces¬ 
sary; and in case of neglect or refusal to do so, the 
party oiTenditig shall forfeit and pay, upon conviction 
thereof before any mayor or justice of the peace of 
said county, any sum not exceeding twenty-five dol¬ 
lars, for use of said county, to be coilected as fines and 
forfeitures are now collected by law. 

Sec. 3. And said Ma'.shal or his deputies, or either of 
them, are hereby empowered, at any and all times, to 
enter into and examine all buildings, livery or other 
stables, hay boats or other vessels, and places where 
gunpowder or other combustible materials may be lodg¬ 
ed, and give such directions, in writing, in the premises 
as may be deemed necessary, relative to the removal 
thereof; and in case of negket or refusal on the part of 
the possessors of such combustible materials, or any of 
them, CO remove or secure the same within the time 
and manner directed, the party offending shall forfeit 
and pay, In addition to any penalty hereinbefore ia- 
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posed, the sum of twenty^hre dollars, to be collected 
AS heretofore provided for in this act. 

RKCOMMBNDATIONS, 

With the powers and authority which the foregoing 
recited Acts of Assembly invest in the city and county 
officials named, we would, in view of the recent ap* 
palling calamity which has fallen on the city of Brook¬ 
lyn^ most respectfully atid earnestly recommend to the 
Building Inspector and Fire Marshal a thorough and 
searching examination of all places of public assem¬ 
blage, and other properties where danger is likely to 
occur, and to demand and enforce a vigorous com¬ 
pliance with the requirements of the laws referred to. 

In connection with this subject we would recom¬ 
mend a supplement to the act No. 415 iu relation to 
public halls and places of amusement—so as to ab¬ 
solutely require that all the doors of egress from pub¬ 
lic halls, places of amusement, churches and school 
houses, now constructed, or to be constructed, sliall 
open outwards, instead of inwards, as a majorKy of 
them do at present. 

In large assemblages panics are liable to occur from 
many^ and sometimes trilling causes other than that 
occasioned by fire; as we have on record divers in¬ 
stances^ where many lives have been lost and much 
bodily injury sustained by the rush of an excited and 
alarmed assemblage, who hod their retreat cut off from 
the building from the circumstance of the doors open¬ 
ing inwards, thus shutting them up in a trap, and 
rendering the frightened audience utterly unable to 
escape without wounds, broken limbs or a horrible 
death. We earnestly appeal to those having au¬ 
thority, to take this matter in hand at once, so that 
we may be spared from scenes similar to that of 
Brooklyn, if laws with suitable penalties will have 
any effect. 


We would also recommend as a supplement to the 
act of March 14, 1867, making it obligatopr on the 
owners and lessees of all large manufactories of two 
or more stories, and on the directors of schools, when 
the building has two or more stories, that a sufficient 
number of fire escapes be attached to the outside of 
the building, to insure a safe mode oi egress in the 
event of hre or friglit. 

lu conclusion, we would recommend to all cltitene 
who have an interest in the general welfare of the 
community, to afford ready aid and acquiescence in 
the efforts of the Inspector and Marshal in their en¬ 
deavors to abate all dangerous nuisances that en¬ 
danger the public safety.

Be it ordained and enacted by the City 
of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common Councils as.sem- 
blcd, and it is hereby ordained and enacted by the 
authority of the same, That the City Code, title. 
Markets, be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows : 

Section 1. The Councils shall, at the time appoint¬ 
ed for the election of other city officers, elect one suit¬ 
able person as Superintendent of Markets, and two 
suitable persons as Clerks of Markets. 

Action 3. The Market Committee shall, at the 
first meeting after their appointment, elect suitable per¬ 
sons as Market Constables, and one person as Weigh- 
mastcr, who shall be assigned for duty at such of the 
several markets as s id committee shall direct. 

Section 3. The Superintendent of Markets .shall have 
the genera] superintendence and control of all the 
markets and market houses within the city, shall at¬ 
tend to the opening, closing, cleaning and repairing and 
alteration of the same, and ^hall direct and control the 
letting on and shutting off of the gas, collect all rent 
from the inside stalls of the lower stories of the Dia- 
fltond Markets, and the rents of City Hall, and shall 
collect rent for the fish stalls, butchers' stalls, coffee 
rooms and store rooms of the Fifth Avenue Market; 
provided, that no alterations or repairs, the cost of 
which shall exceed the sum of twenty dollars, shall be 
made by him, except the same shall first be approved 
and directed by the Market Committee. 

Section 4. One of the Clerks of Markets shall have 
the control of the markets in the second story of the 
Wilding on the west side of Market street, all the out¬ 
side stalls of the Diamond and Ninth Ward Markets, 
and that portion of the Fifth Avenue Market not as¬ 
signed to dse Superintendent of Markets. He shall desig- 
fiatethe places to be occupied by venders in the portion 
of which hecoliects the rents, in accordance with the 
Ordinance of Councils and regulaiion of the Market 
Committee:: shall weigh all butter which may not be 
scaled in accordance with the provisions of this Ordi- 
ftance, and sbaifl see that order is preserved during 
market ho rs and that alt the Ordinances of the city 
in relation thereto are enforced: Provided, that if any 
dispute should atise as to the performance of his du¬ 
ties, it shall he referred to the Superintendent of Mar¬ 
kets. by whose decision be shall be governed; and one 
of the Clerics of Markets shall have control of alt pub¬ 
lic markets wkhin thecky limits, south of the Monon- 
gahcla river, and shall have the same powers and the 
same duties to perform in relation thereto as are de¬ 
fined by this section for the Clerks of Markets be¬ 
tween the rivers. 

Section 5, It shall be the duty of the Market Con¬ 
stables to preserve order withiti the limits of the mar¬ 
kets, assist the isiiperintendesit and clerks in the per- 
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formancc of thefr duties and the enforcement of the 
Ordinances and regulations in reference to the markets, 
and perform such other duties as may be prescribed 
by the Market Committee. 

6. The several market houses and markets 
shall be under the direct control of the Market Com* 
mittee, and shall be appropriated and rented in such a 
manner as to them may seem best lor the interest of 
the city. 

Section 7. The rent of butchers', fish and coffee 
stands shall be collected quarterly in advance, market 
gardeners’ stands monthly in advance, and all others 
monthly or weekly In advance. When the market 
gardeners' stands are unoccupied by the lessees or 
.some one in iheir employment in their own reuular 
business, the officers of the markets shall be at liberty 
to place other dealers thereon, for which regular daily 
rates shall be collected, excepting Fifth Avenue Market, 
collected monthly, weekly or daily in advance. 

Section 8. At least one-half of the second storv of 
the market house on the western side of M.arket 
.street shall be reserved for the use of farmers selling 
the produce of their own farms, vegetables and fruits 
excepted, who shall be enutled to the use of stalls 
therein free of charge. Protfiifed that this section 
shall not be held to exempt from tlie payment of rent 
persons who pursue the business of market gardeners. 

■ Section 9. The .stalls or stands in the second story 
of the market house on the western side of Market 
street shall be rented by the month or week, and for no 
longer period. The only evidence of the right to oc* 
cupy the stalls or stands so rented in the several mar¬ 
kets, shall be a receipt for the rent thereof, and the 
right to occupy the same shall cease and determine at 
the expiration of the time for which rent shall have been 
paid. 

Section 10. If the occupant of any stall or stand in any 
of said markets shall violate any of the provisionsof the 
Ordinances or regulations for the government of said 
m.'irkcis, he or she shall thereby forfeit the right to 
occupy the same, and may be dispossessed by the Su¬ 
perintendent of Markets; Provided, that if any per¬ 
son shall feel aggrieved by the action of the Superin¬ 
tendent, he or she may appeal to the Mayor of the city, 
who shall hear the proofs and allegations of the par¬ 
ties. and give judgment thereon, which judgment shall 
be final and conclusive. 

Section ii. It shall be the duty of the Superintend¬ 
ent and Clerks of Markets to procure books, in which 
(hey shall keep a r^ular and correct account of all 
moneys received by them re.spectively, giving the date 
and name and when and from whom received, and all 
moneys so received shall be paid to the City Treas¬ 
urer Weekly. 

Section 12, It shall be the duty of the Weighmas- 
ter to attend the said markets during market hours, to 
weigh all such articles offered for sale as may be 
brouglrt to him for that purpose, and the following fees 
shall be paid by (he seller to (he Weighmastcr, for 
articles which shall be weighed by him, to wit; For 
any weight not exceeding twenty-five pound.s, one 
Cent; for any weight above twenty-five pounds and not 
exceeding fifty pounds, two cents ; for any weight 
above fifty pounds and not exceeding one hundred 
pounds, three cents, and for every one hurxdred V)Ounds, 
six cent* : Provided, that if any number of articles, 
each of which is of less weight than five pounds, be 
offered for weighing, he shall not be entitled to charge 
more than one cent for any quantity under five pounds, 
and one cent for each additional five pounds or frac¬ 
tional part thereof.

Section 14. Any person who may desire to offer for 
sale any articles or provisions, in loaves or lumps of a 
given or accustomed weight, may apply to the Weigh- 
master, whose duty it shall be to weigh the same and 
mark thereon the weight of each article, and if any 
person shall sell or offer to sell any article so marked 


for more than the weight so ascertained, he or she shall 
be liable to a fine of five dollars, and the articles so of¬ 
fered for sale .shall be confiscated for the use of the 
Gu.ardians of the Poor of the City of Piusburgh. 

Section 15. It shall be the duty of the Clc-k of Mar¬ 
kets to weigh all articles of provisions ofTered for sale 
in loaves or lumps, or a given weight not marked by 
the Weighmastcr, and if the same shall be found de¬ 
ficient, he shall, in the presence of two reputable free¬ 
holders, weigh again, and if it appears to said free¬ 
holders to be under weight, the said Clerk shall weigh 
the same and appropriate one-third thereof to his own 
use and two-thirds to the use of the Guardians of the 
Poorjof the ciiy. 

Section 16. 'I'he market days and hours for the 
several city markets shall be as follows, vix * For the 
Diamond Markets the re^la market days shall be 
l uesday, Wednesday, Friday and Saturday of each 
week, with market hours, between April first and 
October first, from four o'clock A. M. until seven 
o'clock P, A!., and between October first and 
April first from four o'clock A. M. until six 
o’clock P. M , except Saturday night, when it shall 
be kept open at such hours as ihc Market Committee 
may e.^tablish. It shall be open the other days of 
each week (Sundays excepted) between such hours as 
the Market Committee may fix For the Fifth Avenue 
Market, and market on Twelfth street, .South Side, the 
regular market days shall be Tuesday, 'J'hursday and 
Saturday of each week, with market hours to be estab¬ 
lished by the Market Committee. 

Section 17. From and after the passage of this 
Ordinance it shall not be lawful for any hutclicr, sec¬ 
ond-handed dealer or other person, to sell or expose 
for sale at the said several markets, any article, either 
of meat, poultry, vegetables, fruit, butter, eggs or 
other prc^ucts usually sold in market, which he or she 
or they may have purchased within the limits of the 
markets of the said city on market days, namely, on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Satur¬ 
day, under a penalty of not less than five nor more 
than ten dollars for each offense, to be recovered 
sumarily 

Section 18, It shall not be lawful for any person to 
forestall or injure the business of the city markets by 
purchasing or by having delivered during the market 
days and hours fixed by this Ordinance, any of the 
articles referred to in the above mentioned 17th sec¬ 
tion, within the limits of the several markets, for the 
purpose of re-selling the same ;<t their place of busi¬ 
ness, under a penalty of ten dollars for each offense, 
to be recovered summarily. 

Section 19. It shall be the duty of the Clerk and 
Constables attending the markets to keep the openings 
and passages of said market clear and free from all 
obstructions, and no barrels, benches, baskets, tubs or 
other articles of any kind whatsoever, shall be permit¬ 
ted to remain in any of the said passages or openings, 
and any person or persons who may be found idling or 
loitering in said openings or passages, or in and about 
any market place, shall be deemed an obstruction, and 
upon information being made by any of the market of¬ 
ficers or of any police ofiicers, shall be arrested and 
fined not less than one dollar or more than five dol¬ 
lars. 

Section 20, It shall not be lawful to brine the car¬ 
cass of any animal intothccity markets to be flayed, 
or fish to cleaned, nor to keep any hides, pelts or 
skins therein after sunrise, and all bones, feet, offal, 
refuse, garbage and rubbish shall be removed from 
each stall or stand in said market at the close of each 
day’s business by the proprietors thereof, respective¬ 
ly, and each person violati mr any one of the provisions 
of this section,, shall be liable40 a£ne of ten dollars, 
to be recovered summarily, and ^all, if the Superin¬ 
tendent so decide, forfeit <he stall or stand occupied 
by him. 

Section at. No horses, wagons, drays or vehicles of 
any kind whatsoever shall be permittca tostand on any 
part of the public market grounds during market 
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hours. Horses, carts, wagons, drays, sledges or 
sleighs, bringing produce to market shall not remain 
for a longer time than is absolutely necessary to unload 
the same, and the Superintendent or either of the 
Clerks of Markets, for the safety and convenience of 
the citizens who frequent the markets, are hereby au¬ 
thorized to extend chains at a proper height across 
such avenues, streets or alleys as lead to the market 
houses, as he may deem indispensably necessary, on 
regular market days, between the hours of 6 A. M. 
and 12 M., and no person shall be permitred to ride, 
drive or lead a horse or other animal within the 
space so eticlosed. Any person offending against any 
one of the provisions of this secfion, shall be subject 
to a fine of ten dollars, to be recovered summarily on 
conviction. 

Section 22. A penalty of five dollars shall be im¬ 
posed upon any person or persons riding, driving or 
leading any horse or other animal within the space so 
enclosed, and within the hours specified on market 
days. 

Section 23. No person shall break or otherwise in¬ 
jure any portion of a market house, or post arty bills or 


placards thereon, under a penalty of five dollars, in 
addition to the cost of repairs, for each offense, nor 
shall any person alter or change any gas fixture in any 
stall or sunrl, atid the burners shall in no case exceed 
a six-foot burner. 

Section 24. No person shall sell or expose to sale, 
any spirituous, vinous or malt liquor, by retail, or any 
mixture thereof, within any market house, under a pen¬ 
alty of five dollars. 

Section 25 No person shall, within market hours, 
bring or keep a dog within any market house, under a 
penalty of two dollars for each dog. 

Section 26. No steelyards or beam scales shall be 
Used in either market, and all weights and measures 
used therein shall be regulated and marked, and every 

{ person herein offending shall pay a fine of five dol- 
ars. 

Section 27. No butcher shall occupy more than a 
space of eight feet from the partition of his stxll. 

Section 28. No meat shall be salted within the 
limits of the markets, nor any pickle or brine thrown 
therein, under a penalty of three dollars. 

Section 29, No person, unless regular tenants of 
butcher stalls, shall sell any meat, except what is 
known as game, within said market houses, except 
farmers, who may sell that raised on their own farms, 
and then no hogs, veal or mutton in less quantity than a 
whole, and beef and veal in less quantity than a quarter, 
Under a penalty of five dollars. 

Section 30. No vegetables, fruits, or other produce, 
sold by weight or measure, shall be sold within the limits 
of the markets by other scales, weights or measures, than 
such as have been Itgally regulated and maTk»*d, under 
a penalty of five dollars for every such offense, to¬ 
gether with the forfeiture of such scales, weights and 
measures. 

Section 31, It shall not be lawful to sell berries in 
the market, otherwise than by measure, under a penal¬ 
ty of not less than one nor more than five dollars, to be 
recovered as like penalties by law are recoverable. 

Section 32, No lessee of any si all, stand or space 
in any market place, shall sell, assign or sub-let the 
same, or any portion thereof, or permit the same to be 
occupied by aiiy one not in the employment of such 
lessee, unless by the written consent of the Market Com¬ 
mittee, and all stands, stalls or spaces shall revert to 
the city, upon the decease of the lessee thereof. 

Section 33. Lessees of stalls shall furnish their own 
hook.s, cranes, blocks and staples, the cranes to be of 
uniform size and pattern, as prescribed by said com¬ 
mittee, so as not to obstruct the passages. 

Section 34. Any person in anywi-e interfering with 
the Superintendent, Weighmaster, Clerk of the Market 
or Constable on duty, shall be fined not less than five 
dollars, nor more than twenty-five dollars for each of¬ 
fense. 

Section 3S. The Market Committee shall make, 


and cause lobe enforced, rules and regulations for the 
government and occupancy of said market houses, and 
the markets and traffic therein and thereabouts, to be 
held and permitted, not inconsistent with this Ordi¬ 
nance. 

"■Section 36. That it shall not be lawful for any 
person to peddle or hawk any goods within or about 
any of the market houses within the city during mar¬ 
ket. under a penalty of not less than one nor more than

2. It shall put down at all the gutters crossed by 
said railway, iron cvtivcrts of a pattern to be approved 
by the .<:aia Engineer and Committee on Streets, and 
the rails shall not be laid until the said culverts are put 
down. 

3. Said company shall not use locomotives or steam 
power for the purpose of hauling their cars within the 
limits of the City of Pittsburgh. 

4. Said company shall not use said railway, nor the 
cars run thereon, for any other purpose than the trans¬ 
portation of passengers within the limits of the city; pro¬ 
vided. however, that when said company shall con¬ 
tinue their tracks to or abreast of Neville Island, 
they shall have the privilege of running market cars 
over said railway, between the hours of 10 o'clock P. 
M. and 6 o'clock A. M. 

5. Said company shall keep clean and in perpettial 
good repair, from curb to curb, those portions of the 
streets through which said railway may pass; subject 
to the directions of the Sttcet Commissioner or City 
Engineer, with the privilege of appeal to the Commit¬ 
tee on Streets, whose decision shall be final. 

6. The conslrnction of said railroad shall be com¬ 
menced within one and finished within the 

limits of ihc City of Pittsburgh within two years from 
the passage of this Ordinance. 

7. The said company shall not charge for passen¬ 
gers carried on their road, within the limits of the City 
of Pittsburgh, higher or great- r fares than those now 
charged for passengers by the Citizens Passenger Rail¬ 
way Company. 

8. The said company shall pay into the City Treas¬ 
ury, for the use of the city, within one month after 
the cars commence tunning on said road, and at the 
same date annually thereafter, for each two-horse car 
run over said road, the sum of twenty dollars per 
annum for each car for five years from the date t f the 
first payment, thirty dollars per annum for each of 
said cars for the next five years thence next ensuing, 
and forty dollars per annum lor each of said cars there¬ 
after run over said road. And ail small cars, of half 
the capacity of the two-horse cars and market cars, to 
be paid for at one-hatf the above rates, but this shall 
not W held to apply to cars used only on extraordinary 
occasions, such as holidays, or to cars reserved for use 
in case of accident or damage to others, and the cars 
shall be numbered under the Ordinances of said city 
regulating licenses on such vehicles. 

9. The said company shall pay into the City Treas¬ 
ury, for the use of the city, on the third Monday of 
January and July in each year, for the first five years 
after they commence running cars upon said road, 
three per centum of the net profits of said company, 
and thereafter, upon the same days in each year, five 
per centum upon the net profits of said company. 

10. The President of said Railway Company shall 
annually, at the time provided herein for the payment 
of the charge upon the cars run upon said road, make 
a written return, under oath, to ine City Controller, of 
the number of cars which may at any time during the 
year have been run on said road, not including those 
excepted in the sixth provision of this section. The 
said President shall also, on or before the fifth day of 
January and July in each year, make a written return.
